Freedom the Greatest Wealth 
“Freedom is the greatest wealth that one 
can possess. We in Canada do not fully 
appreciate it-as we have not been deprived 
of it. Many nations that oncé were free are 
not free today.

“Throughout history there have beep-men 
who have had_an inordinate lust for. power.

Similar con- 
ditions caused the second world war—the 
ambition of conquest, the careful building 
of a strong military machine, the infiltration 
of well-trained spies and propagandists by 
which the countries under plan of attack 
were weakened and disorganized. Again, 
our military weakness made a second war 
possible. 

“Are not our conditions today” almost 
identical to those to which T have referred?”

“We and the countries associated with us 

have .not made adequate protection for 
_ourselves in building a dommant military 

organization. If we were strong there would 
be no war arising out of the present condi- 
tions.

The 
world is shocked at the results of Com- 
munistic propaganda and intrigue in Italy 
and France. It has brought these countries 
tothe brink of Crvit War; and is undermining 
their very existence. 

“Communism or any other kind of ‘ism’ 
cannot give you the freedom and plenty 
you now enjoy. It is your privilege and duty 
as an individual to protect your freedom.
